SATURDAY EVENING, OCT. 31, 1829. 
Mr. Baroza Peter, late Charge d’ Af- 
fairs from Porrvaat, was arrested yester- 
day afternoon, under a writ from the Dis- 
trict Court, at the suit of his successor, Mr. 
Tortapt p'Azamrvia, the accredited re- 
presentative of Don Miguet. Bail was 
in the sum of one hundred 
thousand dollars, which the defendant 
declined to yive, and was committed to pri- 
son. At noon to-day, the matter came be- 
fore Mr. Justice Barxrs on a rule to shew 
cause of action, and why the plaintiff, claim- 
ing privilege as a diplomatic agent, should 
not be discharged. The cause of action, set 
forth in the plaintiff's affidavit, was the de 
tention, by the defendant, of documents ap- 
pertaining to the mission.

They have dete- 
riorated the article to increase their profits, and 
by that means they are considerably diminish- 
ing the trade. If Hogarth were again to return 
upon earth, his inimitably dramatic pencil would 
find no dearth of material in the streets of Lon- 
don at the present day for the composition of 
another picture of the melancholy and grotesque 
depravity of ‘*Gin-alley.”’ Great expections are 
formed by some ‘public instructors’’ of the new 
police—we await the experiment. Alroady have 
there been several instances of persons engaged 
for that service being themselves brought up to 
police-offices for drunkenness and other delin- 
quencies. It is not in our power to say what the 
new police can do, but we can take upon us to 
state what they cannot do—they cannot, be 
they ever so sober and exemplary themselves, 
put a stop to gin drinking, the source of so much 
misery, immorality, and crime.”’

The following historical particulars, relating 
to the EnGuisn Post Orrice, are not without 
interest:—“ In 1653, the postage of England, 
Scotland, and Ireland, was formed of the Par- 
liament by John Manley, Esq., for 10,000/. per 
annum, and received its first organization from 
Cromwell, as a General Post Office, three years 
afterwards. Charles LI. confirming the regula- 
tions of the Protector, settled the revenue from 
it on the Duke of York, the produce in 1665 
being 21,500/. Ten years afterwards this amount 
was doubled, and it still continued to increase 
until the reign of William and Mary, when it 
was alternately influenced by the hostile or tran- 
quil state of the country. The Post Office reve- 
nue, which, during the eight years of war, only 
averaged 67,222/. a year, produced in the suc- 
ceeding four years of peace, on an average, 
82,319/, annually. A similar effect was expe- 
rienced during the reign of Ann, when the war 
postage was about 60,000/., and in years of 
peace abeut 90,000/. This dieproportion has of 
late been reversed, and the last years of war 
were those in which the Post Office was the most 
productive. On the union of England with Scot- 
land, in the year 1710, a General Post Office 
was established by Act of Parliament, which 
included, besides Great Britain and Ireland, our 
West India and American Colonies. This ex- 
tension of the vost Office increased the reve- 
nue to 111,461/. What portion of this sum was 
produced by the respective countries does not 
appear; but there is reason to believe that.it was 
almost entirely Irish and English, for even so 
late as between 173) and 1740, the post was 
only transmitted three days a week between Ed- 
inburgh and London; and the metropolis, on one 
occasicn, only sent a single letter, which was 
for an Edinburgh Banker, named Ramsay. The 
most remarkable event in the history of the 
Post Office, previously to its present removal 
and scale of magnificence, is the plan—tirst 
suggested by Mr. Palmer, in the year 1784—of 
sending the letters by the coaches, instead of 
the old custom of transmitting them by post- 
boys on horseback, From this moment the pros- 
perity of the Post Office commenced; and the 
Revenue, which at first was not more than five 
thousand pounds a-year, and which after the re- 
volution of two centuries, only produced, in 
1783, 146,400/. annually, yielded, thirty years 
afterwards, a net revenue of nearly 1,700,U00/. 
Nor was it only by increasing the revenue that 
Mr. Palmer's plan was beneficial; for, to use the 
words of the Parlamentary Committee on the 
subject, *f at the same time that the Revenue is 
augmented, answers are returned to letters in 
half the time, and with a degree of punctuality 
never experienced before; the expense is at a 
less rate per mile than upon the old plan; and 
when the plin had been so far carried into ef- 
fect that the mail coaches had travelled above 
40,000,000 of miles, not a single robbery had
